NATURE  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


The  district  is  mainly  rural  in  character  with  an 
urbanised  area  in  Uillinghami. 

The  principal  industries  of  the  area  are  agricul¬ 
tural  vd.th  associated  activities,  which  include  two  bacon 
factories  and  one  slaughterhouse,  a  cheese  factory  and  a 
milk  processing  factory.  In  addition,  there  are  factories 
dealing  in  synthetic  glue,  chemicals  and  glove  making.  A 
brick  and  tile  v/orks  and  an  instrument  engineering  vrorks 
are  also  in  the  district. 

Further  efforts  were  made  during  the  year  to 
develop  an  industrial  site  so  as  to  attract  new  industry 
into  Gillingham.

Private  Supplies 

One  or  tvro  small  supplies  of  doubtful  quality 
supplying  few  premises,  still  remain.  Although  Fohtmell 
Magna  private  supply  to  thirteen  dv/ellings  is  chlorinated, 
the  bacteriological  condition  of  this  water  is  not  satis- 
factor^y,  periodically  giving  unsatisfactory  resuAts. 
Twenty-t?;o  samples  from  this  supply  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  exa,mination  diiring  the  year. 


DRAINAOE  AlID  SE\YERA&E 


Although  preparatory  v7ork  continued  in  respect  to 
schemes  for  Bourton,  Motcorabe,  Pontmell  Magna,  Stour  Provost 
East  Stour,  Kington  Magna  and  Buckhorn  Weston,  none  of  these 
schemes  had  been  commenced  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Progress  was  made  during  the  year  on  a  sewerage 
improvement  scheme  for  Iv/erne  Minster,  Ministry  approval 
for  inviting  tenders  having  been  received. 


PUBLIC  CLEAI-TSIMd 

House  Refuse  and  Salvage 


An  improved  curbside  collection  service  vjas 


introduced  during  the  year,  allo\7ing  for  a  twice  monthly 
service  in  all  parishes,  with  the  exception  of  G-illingham, 
where  a  weekly  collection  service  is  in  operation. 

The  old  tip  at  Bleet  ceased  to  he  used  during  the 
year  and  the  new  tip  at  Boweridge  Hill  came  into  service. 

One  hundred  and  one  tons  of  salvage  were  collected 
during  the  yea.r,  bringing  in  revenue  of  £379  compa.red 
v/ith  £63-4-  d\nring  the  preceding  year. 


Cesspool  Emptying 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  (through  the  agency 
of  a  contractor)  is  carried  out  in  non-sevTored  parts  of  the 
district.
